(Pursuant to Sect. 190 Lunacy Act, 1890). 


To the County Council of East Sussex. 
THE VISITING COMMITTEE beg to: submit. their 
Report for the past year :— 


The general health of the patients has been good, 
with the exception of an outbreak of scarlatina. This 
was chiefly confined to the female side of the Asylum, 
but one of the Assistant Medical Officers and a Male 
Attendant were also attacked. All have now recovered, 
and there has been no fresh case for several months. 
No accident of a serious nature has happened. 


Two deaths of female patients have occurred, 
necessitating inquests, and in both cases verdicts of 
death from natural causes were returned. | 


On the 23rd February last two of the Commissioners 
in Lunacy made their annual visit of inspection, and 
left a satisfactory report. 


Five Attendants who were Reservists have been 
called to the Colors, and the Committee decided that 
they should be reinstated on the expiration of their 
term of active service. 


The Lunacy Bill, which has been before Parliament 
on two previous occasions, was this year- again 
re-introduced into the House of Lords and subsequently 
withdrawn. 
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The whole of the buildings have been maintained in 
a proper state of repair, and the gas mains and supply 
pipes have been enlarged. The pumping machinery 
has also been overhauled and repaired under the 
direction of Mr. J. Johnston, the Engineer of the 
Brighton Waterworks, and the Committee are indebted 
to the Brighton Waterworks Committee for allowing 
Mr. Johnston to carry out the work. 


The temporary buildings for the accommodation of 
50 males and 50 females were occupied in November 
last, and for a time afforded welcome relief, but owing 
to a large increase in the number of female patients 
the Committee, in May last, instituted enquiries at other 
Asylums for beds for female patients, and eventually 
entered into a contract with the Committee of the 
Burntwood (Stafford) Asylum to receive 30 females at 
a charge of 15s. a week each, and the patients were 
safely transferred to that Asylum in July. The 
Committee have also renewed for another year the 
contract with the City of Exeter Asylum for 30 males 
and 20 females. | 

Notwithstanding the relief afforded, pressure again 
exists.on the male side. 


The District Auditor, on the arst September, 


completed his audit of the Asylum accounts for the 


year ended 31st March, 1goo. 


Superannuation allowances were granted during the 
year to James Barker, the hall porter, and to Thomas 
Johnson Puddington, both of whom were incapacitated 
for further service. The last-named has since died. 
Both grants were confirmed by the Council. 


The Committee have also granted a superannuation 
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allowance to James Pilkington, the engineer, who has 
retired after 31 years’ service: this forms the subject 
of a separate report. 


The conduct of the nurses and attendants has been 
satisfactory, with the exception of a male attendant, 
who was dismissed for striking a patient ; an information 
was laid against this attendant, and a warrant for his 
arrest afterwards obtained, but up to the present the 
police have not succeeded in effecting the man’s arrest. 


Committees of Boards of Guardians within the 
contributing areas have visited the Asylum during the 
year, and gratifying reports have been made by them. 


There have been several changes in the Medical Staff. 
Dr. Saunders, who had held the office of Medical 
Superintendent since 1888, and had discharged his 
duties to the satisfaction of the Committee, after an 
absence on leave of six months, was, in consequence of 
confirmed illness, and to the deep regret of the 
Committee, obliged to retire in July last, when the 
Committee granted him a superannuation allowance 
of £600 a year, which was duly confirmed by the 
County Council. Dr. E. B. C. Walker, who has been 
in the service of the Asylum since 1882, and for the last 
16 years had been Senior Assistant Medical Officer, has 
been appointed to the office of Medical Superintendent, 
Mr. C. Planck has been advanced to the post of 
Senior Assistant Medical Officer, and Mr. Lewis Cook 
has been appointed Second Medical Officer and 
Pathologist. The Commissioners in Lunacy having 
recommended an augmentation of the Medical Staff, 
the Committee have also appointed Mr. H. J. Forster 
as Third Assistant Medical Officer. 
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-The Committee have made one addition to the staff 
of officers by advancing Mr. George Purvey, the office 
clerk, to the post of Assistant Clerk of the Asylum, 
in order that relief might be given to Mr. S. A. Mortlock, 
who has been in the service of the Asylum ever since ° 
it was opened in 1859. 


The Committee have much pleasure in recording 
their appreciation of the work of the new Medical 
Superintendent, and of the zeal and ability of his 
medical colleagues and of the officers generally, in the 
discharge of their several duties.

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The discharges were 147; of. whom 52 were males, 
95 females. After a correction has been made for 
35 patients transferred to other Asylums, there remain 
112 to be accounted for, and these were equal to 
41 per cent. of the Admissions. 

Of the 52 males who were discharged, 38 had 
recovered, 10 were discharged to the care of friends, 
one was transferred to another Asylum, on removal 
order, and two were discharged, according to Statute, 
at the expiration of 14 days from the time at which the 
patients had effected their escape. One was discharged 
from an informal removal order. 

Of the 95 females who were discharged, 46 had 
recovered, 14 were discharged to the care of their 
friends, one was discharged relieved to the workhouse, 
and 34 were transferred to other Asylums, either under 
contract or on removal orders. rey 

Ninety-six deaths occurred, viz.: 37 males and 59 
females. Of the total deaths 2 were due to phthisis, 
16 to bronchitis or pneumonia, g to heart disease, 18 
to progressive paralysis, 6 to old age, and the remaining 
45 to various forms of brain disease and other con- 
stitutional disorders. | 

The following Table shews the ages at death, in 
certain age groups.

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The mean age at death for both sexes was 52.7 years. 
Males 51.0; females 53.8. 


The total number of patients under treatment during 
the year was 1,212, and the death rate on this number 
is 7.9 per cent. Based on the average daily number 
resident the death rate is 9.9 per cent.—g.3 among 
males and 10.4 among females. 


Every death was, according to Statute, reported to 
the Coroner, and on two of them an inquest was held. 
The verdict in both cases stated that death was due to 
natural causes, viz., syncope from heart disease. 


The accidents have been chiefly of the nature of 
fractures or dislocations, and none of these have 
terminated fatally. They have been reported to the 
Committee as they occurred. 


There has been one birth, the patient being confined 
a few weeks after admission. 


There have been three escapes: one was.-soon 
brought back to the Asylum, but two stayed out 
beyond 14 days, when, according to law, their names 
were taken off the books. Some time afterwards, 
however, it was ascertained that one of these patients 
had been found, the day after his escape, in another 
County, and being unable to give any account of himself, 
was taken to the Asylum of that County. He was in 
due course transferred to this Asylum. 


The temporary buildings for 50 males and 50 females 
were fully occupied in November, relieving for a time 
the pressure on the accommodation in the main 
building, but later on the question of further accom- 
modation for female patients became urgent, and a 
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contract was entered into with the Staffordshire County 
Asylum at Burntwood for the reception of 30 female 
patients, who were removed there in July. 


The space at the Sanatorium proving inadequate for 
preparing and cooking the food for the staff and patients 
occupying that building, as well as for those in the 
two temporary buildings, it has been necessary to 
extend the scullery at the Sanatorium. This enables 
the work to be done satisfactorily. 


The hot-water supply to the temporary buildings 
for female patients has also been improved by the sub- 
stitution of a boiler for the geysers. 


A larger gas main has been laid to supply the 
Sanatorium and temporary buildings; also main supply 
pipes of larger diameter have been laid in the corridors 
on the females’ side of the main building. 


Scarlatina being prevalent in the neighbourhood 
during the early months of the year, was again 
introduced into the Asylum. In February two nurses 
and a male attendant were attacked, and during the 
next three months the Second Assistant Medical Officer, 
four other members of the staff, and eight patients. In 
order to cope with the outbreak it was necessary to 
distribute the female patients who were occupying the 
Sanatorium in other parts of the Asylum buildings, 
and to isolate the members of the staff and the patients 
affected with the fever in the Sanatorium. By the end 
of June the epidemic had ceased, and the Asylum has 
been entirely free from epidemic disease from that date. 


The Commissioners in Lunacy inspected the Asylum 
on the 23rd February. 
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Committees of Guardians from the Unions have paid 
visits to the patients chargeable to them respectively, 
and in their reports have expressed satisfaction as to 
the care and attention bestowed on their patients. 


Dr. Saunders, whose health early in the year again 
broke down, was granted an extended leave of absence. 
On his return in June, to the regret of all the staff, it 
was noticed that he had not benefited by the rest and 
change to the extent it was hoped, and in July he felt 
compelled to resign the post of Medical Superintendent, 
which he had held for twelve years. 


On the resignation of Dr. Saunders, you honoured 
me by promotion to the responsible post of Medical 
Superintendent. Dr. Planck, the Second Assistant 
Medical Officer, who in December had been appointed 
to the newly created post of Pathologist to the Asylum, 
has been promoted to the post of Senior Assistant 
Medical Officer, and your Medical Superintendent 
wishes to acknowledge the care and attention with 
which he performs his duties and the great assistance 
he renders him. 


Dr. Cook has been appointed Second Assistant 
Medical Officer and Pathologist, and he enters on his 
duties next month. 


Owing to the occupation of the temporary buildings, 
and the increase in the number of patients, you deemed 
it advisable to engage the services of a Third Assistant 
Medical Officer. Dr. Forster was appointed to the 
post, and entered on his duties in January. He has 
proved himself an able and agreeable colleague. 


The increase in the number of patients has also 
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entailed a considerable addition to the work of the 
Clerk of the Asylum, and you decided to give Mr. 
Mortlock, who has from the opening of the Asylum 
so ably performed the duties of the office, assistance. 
Mr. George Purvey, who for several years has worked in 
the office, was appointed Assistant Clerk of the Asylum, 
and the appointment has been entirely satisfactory. 


Your Superintendent desires to acknowledge the 
assistance and support he receives from the Head 
Attendants, Miss Buckle and Mr. Backhouse, and the 
cordial support of all the members of the staff in the 
performance of their arduous and responsible duties, 
on which the comfort and well-being of the inmates 
so much depends.

FORTY-SECOND-ANNUAL REPORT. 


THe Cuaprain has the honour to lay before the 
Committee his Annual Report :— 


The usual services have been held in the Chapel on 
Sundays and Festivals, and as the accommodation is 
only sufficient for about a quarter of the patients the 
Chapel is easily filled, the two exceptions being Ash 
Wednesday and Ascension Day, when the attendance 
of men has been very meagre. It is satisfactory to 
record, however, that the attendance at these services 
has greatly improved during the past year. Owing 
to the outbreak of scarlet fever the services in the 
Chapel were discontinued for a time, and _ special: 
services were held in the dining halls. 


The Holy Communion has been celebrated on the 
first Sunday of the month and on the greater Festivals, 
and it is pleasant to have to report an increase in the 
number of communicants. Hitherto the increase has 
been confined to the female patients, but this year 
there has been an increase in the number of men. 


The Schools have been continued during the winter 
months, that for the male patients being by far the 
best attended. Although it is not possible to impart 
much knowledge, it is hoped that the slight mental 
effort required in reading aloud, or in writing from a 
copy, may be beneficial. 

The various wards, workshops and infirmaries have 


been regularly visited, and it is a great comfort to 
the Chaplain to feel, from the kind way in which he 
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is received by the patients on both sides of the house, 
that his work has not been without effect. 


Books have been purchased for the Library from 
the grant allowed by the Committee, and have been 
much used by the staff, the volumes being afterwards 
- transferred to the wards. As a few of the patients 
prefer books other than fiction, care is taken to provide 
a few standard works of travel or science. 


There have been 56 burials in the Asylum Cemetery, 
while the remains of 40 patients have been removed 
for interment elsewhere. 


During the Chaplain’s holidays, in December and 
January, the duties were performed by the Rev. C. W. H. 
Rowland. 

Thanks are due to various members of the staff for 
their help in different ways. To the housekeeper and 
assistant female officer, for the tasteful way in which 
the Chapel has been decorated, and to the nurses and 
attendants, who form the choir, for the hearty way in 
which they have rendered the musical portions of the 
services. 3 

As the Spiritual work of an Asylum is very much 
dependent on the goodwill of the Superintendent, it is 
with great pleasure that the Chaplain welcomes the 
promotion of Dr. Walker, in the hope that the cordial — 
relations which have existed between them for so 
many years, will continue. 


In conclusion, the Chaplain begs to thank the 
Committee for their kind concession in the matter 
of his holiday.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS IN LUNACY. 


East. SUSSEX AND BRIGHTON ASYLUM. 


Haywarps HEaTH, 
February 23rd, 1900. 


We have to-day inspected this Asylum, and can 
report favourably of its general condition. 


The day rooms were well ventilated, maintained 
throughout in good order, and, with the exception of 
F, No. 6 Ward, where the most acute cases are placed, 
well supplied with books and objects of interest, and 


presented on the whole a cheerful and comfortable 


appearance. 


The dormitories and bedding were evidently properly 
attended to, but the appliances for personal washing 
were too limited, and in the general bath-room on the 
male side there was no provision of looking-glasses and 
of the usual toilette requisites. 


We are unable to report any further extension of the 
process of staining and dry rubbing of floors, or further 
progress in the plastering of rough internal walls. 


In passing through the Laundry we found evidence 
of the need of the more modern machinery which was 
recommended by our colleagues who visited last year, 
the most pressing of such needs being the acquisition of 
a steam calender. 
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Since the visit of the 8th of June last the following 
changes have occurred among the patients :—

There are to-day on the books the names of g51 
patients, of whom 392 are males and 559 females. 


There are in the Asylum 2 patients of the private 
class, and 22 who are chargeable to the Borough of 
Hastings. On the other hand there are 62 patients 
chargeable to the County who are lodged in the Exeter 
City or West Sussex Asylums, and three boys and a 
girl who are boarded out in cottages in the neighbour- 
hood, but whose names remain on the Asylum books. 
The maintenance rate per week for the home patients 
1s). 98... 3d. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions in 1899, 
excluding transfers, was 33.7; that of the deaths on the 
~ average numbers resident throughout that year was 9.6. 


The deaths since the last visit, which numbered 70, 
were, without exception, the result of natural causes 
such as are ordinary in Asylums, general paralysis 
accounting for 17 per cent. of them, and phthisis for not 
more than 3 per cent. 


Post-mortem examinations were made in the very 
small proportion of 32.8 per cent., which compares 
unfavourably even with the low percentage of last year, 
and is far below the average of the County Asylums 
generally.

Bedsores were present in 7 per cent., which is some- 
what excessive, but it is fair to say that none of the 
To men and 32 women in bed during our visit were so 
suffering. 


Inquests were held in two deaths, which were shown 
to be due to natural causes. 


In four instances patients sustained fractures or 
dislocations of bones, all accidentally. 


As respects the incidence of zymotic disease, in 
addition to two cases of measles in nurses there have’ 
been two outbreaks of scarlatina, in which 14 male 
patients and two attendants and two nurses were 
attacked. At present one of the male attendants and 
the two nurses are under treatment for that disease, 
and isolated in a cottage in the grounds. Having 
regard to circumstances such as these, which are sure 
to recur, we would suggest to the Committee the 
desirability of providing a small Isolation Hospital for 
three patients of each sex. | 


The Sanatorium, which is fully occupied by ordinary 
patients, affords suitable accommodation for such 
patients as are now resident in it, but it is too large to 
be kept empty, or for the isolation of suspicious cases. 


We are glad to notice that since the last visit this 
building has been furnished with alternative exits in 
case of fire. 

We learn that the epileptics now here number 133, or 


14 per cent.: the general paralytics 33, or 3 per cent., 
and the actively suicidal 65, or 6 per cent. 


As regards the last-mentioned class, we fully concur 
in the remarks made by our colleagues at the last visit, 
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and have suggested that two classes of suicidal caution 
cards should be issued, so that the actively suicidal 
cases should be distinguished from those who are 
potentially so only. 


The epileptic and suicidal cases continue to sleep 
under constant observation ; and only 1.2 per cent. of 
patients were reported as having wetted their bedding 
last night. 


As regards matters of treatment, we are told that 
46 per cent. of the total numbers usually attend Chapel 
on Sunday: that only 26 per cent. attend the associated 
entertainments: that the low proportions of 20 and 
I5 per cent. respectively usually walk out weekly or 
oftener beyond the Asylum Estate, or daily beyond the 
airing courts: that 29 per cent. are altogether confined © 
for exercise to the airing courts because of physical 
inability or unwillingness to go beyond them. 


Employments of the usual kind are found for 54. per 
cent. of the men and 65 per cent. of the women. 


We saw all the patients in the wards and some 350 
of the women again in the women’s dining hall at 
dinner, which consisted of boiled fish with potatoes, 
bread and beer. The dinner on the male side was meat 
pie with bread and beer. In both divisions there was 
but little or no waste. 


Except for some noisy excitement in F. No. 6, which 
was no doubt due in some measure to that room being 
quite bare of books or objects of interest, the patients 
were quiet and seemed fairly contented. As regards 
dress and personal neatness, the condition on both 
sides was satisfactory, and no one was wearing a 
strong dress, , 
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We saw the four children who are boarded out in the 
neighbourhood, and should be glad if several other 
children whom we saw.in the Asylum could be similarly 
treated. Failing this, we would suggest a small ward 
or part of one being appropriated for these children, 
so as to keep them apart from the adults. | 


The staff comprises for day duty 41 of each sex, and 
for night duty 8 attendants and 1o nurses. 


The day staff is in the proportion of one to every 
g+ male and one to every 134 female patients. 


As regards the duration of service, 39 per cent. count 
less than a year’s service, but 32 per cent. have been 
over five years in the Asylum service. 


The temporary buildings are in full occupation and 
appear to answer their purpose well, and house roo 
additional patients. The services of a third Assistant 


Medical Officer, which was suggested at the last visit, | 


were secured at the opening of these buildings, the post 
being at present held by Mr. Hermann Forster. Mr. 
Planck has undertaken to discharge the duties of 
pathologist, and he should be provided with a suitable 
room and the necessary appliances for the prosecution 
of his researches. | 


The Case Books continue to be kept with-care. 


We regret to find that Dr. Saunders, who was ill at 


our colleagues’ visit in June last, has had a relapse, and 
rs at present abroad: but we received every information 
and assistance from Dr. Walker, who accompanied us 
on our round.
